Foreign Relations received information 
about cases where the ESTA of some 
citizens was revoked. Since January 
12, 2021, there have been changes in 
the requirements for countries partic- 
ipating in the Visa Waiver Program 
(VWP) when traveling to Cuba. These 
changes also apply to individuals with 
Dutch passports (and other European 
countries). 


Travelers who have traveled to Cuba 
on or after January 12, 2021, are no 
longer eligible to enter the United 
States (USA) with an ESTA. Exceptions 
(limited) apply to travelers on diplo- 
matic, official government business, 
or military purposes. 


Travelers with Dutch (or European) 
passports residing in Aruba who have 
traveled to Cuba on or after January 
12, 2021, or who plan to do so, must 
apply for a visa if they wish to enter 
the United States. 


If you enter the USA with an ESTA 
after visiting Cuba previously, the 
person runs the risk of having their 


ESTA revoked by US authorities. You 
can apply for a U.S. visa at the nearest 
consulate, which is in Curacao. In 
the case of combined trips to both 
the USA and Cuba, individuals must 
request separate visas at the embas- 
sies or consulates of both countries 
before traveling. This also applies to 
transit flights and cruise trips passing 
through Cuba.

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WITH great pleasure, the Aruba Tourism Authority (A.T.A.) 
extends a warm welcome to a group of 19 wholesalers from 
ANATO, the Colombian Association of Travel and Tourism 
Agencies. This visit, orchestrated under the guidance of 
Mr. Carlos San Martin, President of ANATO, and the ANATO 
Wholesaler Chapter Supervisory Council, marks an impor- 
tant step in strengthening ties between Aruba and the 
Colombian travel industry. 


During their visit, attendees had the honor of the pres- 
ence of Ronella Croes, CEO of A.T.A., and Jordan Schlipken, 
Area Director of A.T.A. Latin America, along with Claudia 
Delgado, Sales Multi-liner Colombia, who accompanied the 
group during their exploration of Aruba. The visiting dele- 
gation includes wholesalers from various parts of Colombia, 
including Bogota, Cali, Medellin, and Cartagena. Their 
primary objective is to gain a deeper understanding of the 
destination. Throughout their stay, they will experience our 
“One Happy Island” in a personal and direct manner, as well 
as meet with representatives from 21 different hotels and 
tour operators on the island. 


Interestingly, the vast majority of these wholesalers are 
not currently promoting Aruba in the Colombian market. 
Therefore, this visit holds great significance as it opens 
doors for future collaborations. During their stay, the dele- 
gation will explore various sites and attractions to gain a 
comprehensive understanding of all that Aruba has to offer. 
They will also attend informative and educational presenta- 
tions focused on specific segments of the tourism industry. 


Among these presentations, the Aruba Convention Bureau 
will provide valuable insights into the “MICE” (Meetings, 
Incentives, Conferences, and Exhibitions) segment of the 
industry, which includes conferences, meetings, and exhi- 
bitions. Discussions will also revolve around niche markets, 
fostering an engaging dialogue with A.T.A. about opportuni- 
ties that can facilitate the wholesalers’ work in their market. 


This visit ensures that Colombian wholesalers gain the valu- 
able knowledge necessary to promote our island effectively, 
ultimately increasing sales and the number of visitors from 
Colombia. 


Regarding the Latin American Market 
All signs point to 2023 being a strong year for the Latin 
American market. A.T.A. is optimistic that stayover visitor 
numbers will surpass pre-pandemic levels. A.T.A.’s goal for 


Latin America is to achieve a 103% recovery compared 
to 2019, equating to a growth of 3%. As of August 2023, 
Aruba has welcomed 78,183 stayover visitors from Latin 
America, marking a 22% increase compared to 2019. 
Colombia remains the primary market for Latin America and 
has grown by 36% compared to 2019. Factors contributing 
to this growth include the introduction of additional flights 
to Medellin and the launch of new routes, such as Cali. 


About ANATO 
ANATO is a prominent organization representing Colombia’s 
tourism industry. It collaborates with travel and tourism 
agencies to promote and develop the tourism sector in 
Colombia, fostering business opportunities and travel 
between destinations. In February 2023, the Aruba Tourism 
Authority, in collaboration with key players in Aruba’s 
tourism industry, was present at the 42nd edition of the 
ANATO Tourism Showcase held in Bogota, Colombia. This 
participation underscores the commitment to strengthening 
ties and expanding opportunities in the Colombian market. 


In summary, this visit by Colombian wholesalers marks 
a significant step in bolstering Aruba’s presence in the 
Colombian travel industry and fostering a deeper under- 
standing of the island’s offerings. With the Latin American 
market showing promising signs of recovery, this engage- 
ment with ANATO and its members paves the way for future 
growth and collaboration between Aruba and Colombia in 
the world of tourism. 


A.T.A. Extends a Warm Welcome to the Colombian 
Association of Travel and Tourism Agencies 
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A few months ago, Minister Ursell Arends reintroduced the 
parking meter system. However, it seems that there is no 
consensus on this issue within the Government itself, for 
various reasons. 
While the head of state responsible for this system received 
approval from the Council of Ministers to proceed with the 
parking meter project, it wasn’t a unanimous decision. 
The introduction of parking meters occurred during the 
term of Otmar Oduber, with the idea that it could generate 
substantial revenue for Aruparking and even assist Arubus, 
which manages it, in getting out of its precarious financial 
situation. 


However, parking meters were introduced without proper 
legal regulation, which was felt in the past and continues 
to be felt today. This led to the need to halt ticketing and 
prevent clamping because it was not legally permissible. 


There was a perception that Aruparking was used for polit- 
ical purposes, as a form of employment for individuals owing 
political favors. This generated a significant debt and, on the 
other hand, created much discontent within the community 
who found themselves paying. Much criticism was directed 
towards this, to the extent that the MEP party claimed that 
if they came into power, they would remove it. This is where 
the conflict lies between two parties, each with a principled 
stance. 


Minister Ursell Arends reviewed all the costs associated with 
this project and concluded that public funds should not be 
wasted. This led to a proposal to adapt the system, where 
you pay a monthly fee and can park wherever space is avail- 
able. 


But what about the enforcement for those who violate the 
rules? It turns out a police officer, specifically an “opspor- 
ingsambtenaar” (a law enforcement official authorized to 
issue fines), was sought for this purpose. They could issue 
fines and tow vehicles parked improperly. A police officer 
was found who helped temporarily. However, time has 
passed, and the police officer returned to regular duty. Now, 
once again, Aruparking is without an authorized enforce- 
ment officer. 


The aforementioned situation means that Aruparking cannot 
perform its duties, including clamping vehicles. They can 
only issue warning stickers, and they cannot tow vehicles 
either. Therefore, employees are frustrated because they 


cannot do their job properly. 
The situation becomes complicated because this results in 
additional financial strain on Arubus, which is already dealing 
with financial difficulties. It also adds to the government’s 
budget burden, as the public transport company does not 
generate sufficient monthly revenue to cover its expenses. 


Aruparking now depends on the goodwill of drivers to insert 
one or two florins into the machine and contribute to this 
company, which has employees to pay every month.

Due to the 
combination of academics and athletics, our students have 
had the opportunity to practice their sport at the highest 
level possible, attending training camps, scouting sessions, 
and invitationals in over 20 countries. 


Out of the group of athletes, 43 have had the honor of repre- 
senting Aruba in the national teams of their respective sports 
and they have brought in an impressive 81 medals for Team 
Aruba in international tournaments and competitions. 


Class of ‘23 
In July of 2023, EduCampus Aruba had its very first grad- 
uation. Our graduating class, consisting of 8 students, 
all finished their courses successfully with a passing rate 
(“slagingspercentage”) of 100%. All graduates finished with 
a high school diploma, of which six diplomas were bench- 
marked at a HAVO level while the other 2 were benchmarked 
at VWO by Nuffic standards. One of these graduates is also 
a dedicated athlete who received his diploma through the 
NCAA® track. 
Our graduates have all been successfully placed at colleges 
in The Netherlands and the United States.

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THE Ministry of Defense  will hold 
a hurricane relief exercise on the 
Windward Islands from September

After the relocations to Sint Maarten, 
Saba and Sint Eustatius, small activi- 
ties will take place on a rotational basis, 
spread over the various islands. The 
units will also use their stay to become 
more familiar with all three islands and 
the relevant partners located there, 
such as government organizations, 
non-governmental organizations and 
companies that play an important role 
in emergency relief. 
  
The vast  majority of the military 
personnel is already present in the 


Caribbean Region and include amongst 
others of units from the Marine Squadron 
Carib (Aruba), the naval vessel Zr. Ms. 
Pelikaan, FRISC  vessels  and several 
other support units from both the Fleet 
and Marines. In addition, a marine 
detachment is permanently present 
on Sint Maarten. By training on the 


Windward Islands, in the event of an 
actual hurricane threat, it is possible 
to immediately after passage provide 
emergency aid and rescue people in 
need. In such a situation, the mili- 
tary can also support the civil authori- 
ties and contribute to public order and 
security.

Spotlight on everything and everyone 
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KĪLAUEA volcano, located on Hawai’i’s Big Island, entered 
a state of eruption on Sunday, leading the U.S. Geological 
Survey (USGS) to raise the volcanic alert level from “watch” 
to “warning.” The eruption occurred at the Halema’uma’u 
crater and resulted in the generation of lava flows. Kīlauea is 
recognized as one of the world’s most active volcanoes, and 
these initial phases of eruptions are described as dynamic 
by the USGS. 


Local authorities have reassured nearby communities, stating 
that they are not immediately threatened by this year’s third 
eruption of Kīlauea. The eruption began around 3:15 pm 


local time, and the USGS Hawaiian Volcano Observatory 
(HVO) will closely monitor the situation, providing updates 
if significant changes occur. This marks the third eruption 
of Kīlauea in the current year, with the previous eruption 
occurring in June. 


The resurgence of volcanic activity in the region serves as 
a reminder of the ever-present geological forces at work in 
Hawai’i, where volcanic eruptions have shaped the land- 
scape and continue to be closely monitored by scientists 
and local authorities to ensure the safety of nearby commu- 
nities. 


Kīlauea volcano in Hawaii 
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A Dutch court has handed down a 12-year sentence to 
Khalid Latif, a former Pakistani cricketer, for inciting violence 
against Dutch far-right politician Geert Wilders. The court 
ruled on Monday that Latif’s statements constituted incite- 
ment to murder, sedition, and threats, leading to this signifi- 
cant prison term. 


Notably, Latif, aged 37, was trialed in absentia as he resides 
in Pakistan and did not participate in any stage of the trial. 
His legal troubles began earlier when he received a five- 
year ban from cricket in 2017 due to his involvement in a 
sports-fixing scandal during a Pakistan Super League match 
in Dubai. 


The critical evidence against Latif revolved around a video 
he posted in 2018, wherein he offered a reward of three 
million rupees, equivalent to approximately 21,000 euros at 
the time, for anyone who would assassinate Geert Wilders. 
This video surfaced during a period of widespread protests 
against Wilders in Pakistan, triggered by his announcement 
of a controversial cartoon contest featuring caricatures 
of the Muslim Prophet Muhammad. It’s important to note 


that within Islam, depictions of the Prophet Muhammad are 
considered forbidden and highly offensive. 


The cancellation of the cartoon contest did not quell the 
controversy, and Latif’s video further fueled the tensions. 
The Hague district court emphasized that the language used 
by Latif in the video was “explicit,” leaving no room for ambi- 
guity about his intentions. 


This verdict reflects the seriousness with which Dutch 
authorities and the legal system view incitement to violence 
and threats against public figures. It also highlights the 
importance of addressing hate speech and incitement in 
the context of modern digital communication, where such 
messages can quickly reach a wide audience and potentially 
lead to real-world harm. 
Khalid Latif’s case serves as a reminder of the complex chal- 
lenges posed by freedom of expression, religious sensitivi- 
ties, and the responsibility to prevent incitement to violence 
in our interconnected world. The legal consequences he 
faces underscore the gravity of inciting harm against indi- 
viduals, even in the context of deeply held religious beliefs 
and political controversies. 


Dutch court sentences 
Pakistani ex-cricketer 
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IN a thrilling Euro 2024 qualification match, the Netherlands’ 
national football team, known as Oranje, emerged victo- 
rious against the Republic of Ireland at Dublin’s Aviva 
Stadium. The game proved to be a crucial step in Ronald 
Koeman’s mission to secure qualification for the European 
Championships in Germany. 


Koeman, the team’s manager, implemented three key changes 
to the lineup from their previous victory over Greece. Marten 
de Roon made way for Mats Wieffer, while Donyell Malen took 
the place of Wout Weghorst, a strategic move to harness 
Malen’s speed on the counter-attack, considering Ireland’s 
last-chance qualification situation. Additionally, Matthijs de 
Ligt stepped in for the injured Feyenoord defender, Lutsharel 
Geertruida, who sustained an injury during the final training 
session before the match. 


Despite high hopes, Oranje faced an early setback, 
conceding a goal within just two minutes of the kickoff. 
Ireland capitalized on a defensive error by goalkeeper Mark 
Flekken, almost resulting in a goal, which was thwarted by 
Wieffer, who blocked the shot, resulting in a corner. A fateful 
moment occurred as the corner, delivered by experienced 
winger James McClean, struck the arm of Oranje’s captain, 
Virgil van Dijk, leading to a penalty. Adam Idah, the striker 
for Norwich City, confidently converted the penalty, sending 
the Irish fans at the Aviva stadium into jubilation. 


However, Oranje swiftly responded, earning a penalty of 
their own after 17 minutes, leveling the scoreline. Cody 
Gakpo orchestrated the play, delivering a well-timed pass 
to Denzel Dumfries. Dumfries, in his excellent form for the 
Netherlands, rounded the Irish goalkeeper Gavin Bazunu, 


who brought him down. Gakpo assumed responsibility for 
the penalty and calmly found the back of the net. 


Throughout the first half, Donyell Malen posed a constant 
threat for Oranje, challenging Bazunu with his rapid and 
direct runs. One concern for the Netherlands during this 
period was their struggles with building play from the back, 
as Ireland pressed high and intercepted the ball in dangerous 
areas. 


Halftime saw pivotal substitutions, with Wout Weghorst and 
Tijjani Reijnders entering the field in place of Mats Wieffer 
and Daley Blind. These changes proved effective within the 
first ten minutes of the second half. Frenkie de Jong executed 
a precise pass to Dumfries, who continued his impressive 
performance with his fourth assist in two games, delivering 
a header across the box to Weghorst, who executed a superb 
volley. 


Despite a valiant effort from the Republic of Ireland to 
mount a comeback after conceding, they lacked the quality 
to genuinely trouble the Dutch defense. Oranje, on the other 
hand, struggled to capitalize on counter-attacks, resulting 
in a less eventful second half. 


Looking ahead, the upcoming international break in October 
holds significant importance for Group B. The Netherlands 
is scheduled to face group leaders France and Greece. As 
things stand, France leads the group with 15 points, while 
Oranje is in second place with nine points, ahead of Greece 
on goal difference. This makes the next set of fixtures crucial 
for Koeman’s side as they continue their journey towards 
Euro 2024 qualification.

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COCO GAUFF’S U.S. Open victory is a historic moment, as the 19-year- 
old became the youngest American to win the women’s title since Serena 
Williams in 1999. In an exclusive interview on NBC’s “TODAY” show, she 
expressed that the win still doesn’t feel real to her.
